The United States has the high- 
est death rate from heart attacks 
and strokes of any country in 
the world. No American can af- 
ford to be complacent about this 
situation - especially since it is 
also true that the heart and blodd 
vessel diseases take more lives in 
the United States each year than 
all other causes of death com- 
bined.

PASTURES 


If you did not fertilize your clo- 
ver, vetch or winter peas last fall, 
it is not too late to apply the 
fertilizer now. Experiment sta- 
tion tests show that most pasture 
plants do well when fertilized 
just before growth beging. 4 
you do not fertilize fast growing 
clovers, you will be disappointed 
when spring growth starts. 

One precaution: Do not ferti- 
lize clovers with phosphate or pot- 
ash when the young plants are 
wet. Wait until they dry off. 
Do your top dressing in the mid- 
dle of the day after the plants 
have dried off. Use of a pellet of 
fertilizer reduces danger of burn- 
ing the plants. 

Dallis, lespedeza and Bermuda 
should not be ‘planted’ until March. 
If planted sooner, many of the 
first plants are killed out by 


freezes.

SAVE PIGS 


Extra pigs saved means more 
profit to the hog producer. Here 
are some tips on how to'save a 
large percentage of the year's 
pig crop: 

Make sure that the bred sow 
gets a balanced ration so that. 
she can nurture strong, healthy 
young. Bred sows need plenty 
of suitable proteins, vitamins, and 
minerals. 

Keeu the brood sow in clean, 
comfortable, properly ventilated 
quarters. Be sure’ that pigs are 
born in clean, dry, well-bedded 
quarters away from drafts. 

Be sure that pigs nurse prop- 
erly. Baby -pigs should have ac- 
cess to clean sod or an iron

For corn, look for deep, fairly 
well drained bottom, second bot- 
tom or low upland soil. 

Next break the land thoroughly. 

If there is a plow sole or other 
hard layer not far below the sur- 
face, be sure to shatter it. This 
will help the soil to soak up 
spring rains. It will also permit 
free passage of water from be- 
neath during the late summer. 

A soil test to determine the 
fertilizer needs of your particu- 
lar soil will also help, and the 
samples should be taken without 
delay.

Fire Suppression, Fires declar- 
ed nuisances - abatement, Any 
fire on any forested, cut-over 
brush lands or grass lands burn- 
ing uncontrolied is hereby de- 
clared a public nuisance by reas- 
on of its menace to life and prop- 
erty. Any person, firm or cor- 
poration negligently or wilfully 
and maliciously responsible for 
the starting or the existance of 
such fire on land other than his 
own is hereby required to con- 
trol or extinguish it immediately, 
and if said person, firm or cor- 
poration shall wilfully refuse, ne- 
glect or fail to do so, any or- 
ganized fire suppression agency
